For the Year Ended 30th September, 1965 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS: 

Gentlemen: 

The official audited attendance at the 1965 Calgary Exhibition and Stampede 
totalled 559,764 as compared to 573,560 in 1964. The very inclement weather, which 
plagued the Stampede from Tuesday through Saturday, was responsible for the decline 
in attendance this year. 

The Lord Strathcona Horse (R.C.) presented a farewell performance and March 
Past on Tuesday evening. The salute was taken by Major General J. M. Rockingham, 
C.B.E., D.S.O., E.D., who was joined on the reviewing stand by Brigadier General F. M. 
W. Harvey, V.C. and President Donald C. Matthews. 

Our 1965 Exhibition and Stampede was officially opened by Mr. Walt Disney, who 
also took part in the Monday Morning Parade. The Parade, which was led under ideal 
weather conditions by Mr. Marty Wood, the Parade Grand Marshal, was received by 
an estimated crowd of 180,000 enthusiastic visitors to the Stampede. Trophies and 
prizes were presented to the successful contestants on Saturday evening by Maurice E. 
Hartnett, past General Manager of the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede, who retired 
from office on March 1st, 1965. Mr. Hartnett's immeasurable contribution to the 
Company's progress during his thirteen years as General Manager was recognized at a 
Stampede Week luncheon attended by 250 of his associates, including Fair Managers 
and officials from all parts of the continent. 

Thursday evening, which has been set aside as the night to present a pageant de¬ 
picting the yearly theme of the Show, was rather disappointing, as the race track was 
a sea of mud and the very colourful parade was unavoidably cancelled. However, the 
introduction of rodeo champions dating as far back as 1919 took place on the Grand¬ 
stand stage and was very well received by our patrons. The theme for the 1965 
Stampede was "Salute to the Cowboy" and was carried out throughout the week, not 
only during the Thursday evening pageant, but also on the evening Grandstand Show. 

For the second year in a row, your Exhibition again produced its own Grandstand 
performance under the directorship of Mr. Randolph Avery, Executive Vice-President 
of Barnes and Carruthers Theatrical Enterprises, Inc. Chicago. We presented an excel¬ 
lent stage show, but again, due to the inclement weather, much of the program had to 
be cancelled from Wednesday to Friday. Complete performances were held on Monday, 
Tuesday and Saturday. One of the highlights of the show was the Chinese Dragon, 
which was purchased through Barnes and Carruthers and which will be used in the 
years to come. We were also very fortunate in being able to secure the services of 
Rex Allen, who was featured on the Grandstand Show. Miss Cleone Duncan, the Erick¬ 
son Singers and the Chinese Community added their talents to make this an exception¬ 
ally fine show. 

The Free Stage Show, presented in front of the Stampede Corral twice daily again 
drew large attendances and was very well received. Along with "The Littlest Hobo" 
who headlined the show, top acts were presented using both professional and amateur 
entertainment. Mr. Andy Wolandi, a very versatile clown, entertained the audience 
prior to the actual performances taking place. He also provided hundreds of boys and 
girls with laughter and merriment on his trips to the various children's hospitals through¬ 
out the City.

Even the poor weather could not dampen the enthusiasm of the people taking part 
in the Downtown Street Attractions. This feature of our Show never ceases to draw 
praise from our patrons who visit "The Greatest Outdoor Show on Earth". 

Attractions in the Corral again drew large crowds and were very favourably re¬ 
ceived. Monday night was devoted to the Wrestling, Tuesday afternoon and evening 
drew the teenagers in large numbers when the Dave Clarke Five were presented on 
stage. This was a most popular attraction and gave the teenage set a day to re¬ 
member. Wednesday produced an excellent show with Oscar Brand being on stage. 
The Ringling Brothers-Barnum and Bailey Circus took over the Corral for the remainder 
of the week and did exceptionally well, providing top-flight entertainment for both 
young and old. 

Weather again was responsible for a slight decrease in both the Friday Morning 
Children's Program and the Saturday Morning Roundup. Mr. Gordie Howe presented 
the prizes, together with Rex Allen, to the lucky ticket holders during the Children's 
Program. 

Royal American Shows provided an excellent Midway, although gross returns were 
slightly down due to the weather. 

Stony, Sarcee, Blackfoot and Peigan Indians provided entertainment and colour 
throughout the week and their co-operation is gratefully acknowledged. The rain on 
Saturday night caused some discomfort and a degree of equipment damage to those 
camped in the village. 

Exhibits in the Big Four Building drew thousands of spectators and all exhibits, 
both commercial and those of the arts, were of the highest calibre. The decorations 
both in the Big Four and along the Mall carried out the theme and made these areas 
very colourful. 

Rodeo events and the Chuckwagon Races continue to be the main drawing cards, 
and although these attractions were held under very adverse conditions, all were 
completed and highly acclaimed by our spectators. The old adage "the show must go 
on" seemed to be instilled in all our competitors and performers and to this end our 
most heartfelt thanks go out to all of these partaking in "The Greatest Outdoor Show 
On Earth". The prize money offered this year reached a record high and as the three- 
year agreement with the Canadian Cowboys Rodeo Association has terminated this year, 
a new agreement must be drawn up before the 1 966 Stampede takes place. 

Attendance on the grounds during the year reached a total of 1,646,443.

**Only four harness racing days compared with twelve in 1964 and thirty- 
nine flat racing days compared with thirty-seven in 1964. 

Thoroughbred Racing, although plagued with cold, wet weather throughout most 
of the 39 days of racing, achieved record pari-mutuel play almost daily with wagering 
reaching an all time high. The public poured $7,605,575 through the pari-mutuels 
during this period with the result that the horsemen will benefit greatly from this in¬ 
crease in revenue in the way of added bonuses being paid to those favoured in reaching 
the winner's circle. More box seats were installed in the grandstand area and a closed 
circuit television system was installed in the cashiers' section of the pari-mutuel plant, 
thus permitting cashiers to pay out to winning ticket holders much quicker. 
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The contract with Western Harness Raceways was terminated this year with the 
Harness Races being operated only four days. It would appear that this form of racing 
does not enjoy too much popularity in Calgary, which was reflected in the daily mutuel 
play. 

This year the National Guernsey Show featured the livestock display in the 
Pavilion. The revised classifcations for cattle, sheep and swine resulted in a reduced 
number of entries, but the calibre of the show was exceptionally high and the principle 
of the new classification has met with the approval of most breeders. 

Despite the drop in attendance, the Pot O' Gold project broke all existing 
records. A change was made in the allocation of prizes with the grand prize remain¬ 
ing at $50,000; daily prizes reduced from $3,500 to $3,000 and the five consolation 
prizes being increased from $500.00 to $1,000 each. The Kinsmen car award also en¬ 
joyed another successful year showing a slight increase over 1964. 

All parking facilities were operating to full capacity during the week and again it 
must be noted that additional parking space must be acquired if a continued increase 
in attendance is to be achieved. 

Your Junior Activities Committee again provided the opportunity for Southern 
Alberta boys and girls to attend a Farm Youth Camp in August, which was the most 
successful one held to date and also continued the practice of sponsoring the Southern 
Alberta 4-H Speaking Finals, another very successful venture. The Annual 4-H Live¬ 
stock Show and Sale was held on Thursday, Friday and Saturday preceeding Stampede 
Week and was very well received by the exhibitors. 

The Calgary Horse Show continued to show a sizeable increase in attendance and it 
was deemed necessary to increase the show by one additional day. The number of en¬ 
tries and exhibitors also showed an increase. Your Stampede Queen, Miss Donna Israel- 
son and her two charming Ladies-In-Waiting, Mary Elizabeth MacDonald and Frances 
Chamberlain, were selected from a total of 16 young ladies competing for the honour of 
being your Stampede Queen. The competition is held annually under the joint sponsor¬ 
ship of the Associated Canadian Travellers and your Horse Show Committee. 

The Horse Show also received national publicity as two hours of the Show was 
video taped by CFCN-T.V. for release to affiliated stations of the C.T.V. network. 

Revenue from the Horse Sale was down slightly over 1964 as was the number of 
contributors. However, the overall average per animal was up, which indicates that a 
better grade of horse is being offered at the Sale. 

The Stampede Corral enjoyed another successful year with Senior Hockey being 
presented to our hockey enthusiasts once again. Although only small crowds attended 
the opening games, by season's end the Corral was showing an almost sold-out sign to 
these games. In addition to the return of Senior Hcx:key many new attractions of a 
varied nature took place in the Corral. Some of these included the Dominion Figure 
Skating Championships, exhibition by the World Figure Skating Champions, the 
Jehovah's Witnesses booked to capacity houses all week, Masters Curling and others. 

During the past year the property known as Lincoln Park was made available to 
the City of Calgary. Due to its size and proximity to the centre of Calgary your Board 
deemed it advisable to enter into negotiations with the City regarding the possibility of 
moving the Calgary Exhibition and Stampede to this location. After months of study 
and the preparation of a brief it was decided by your Board to withdraw our application 
as there seemed to be a divided opinion among the citizens of Calgary as to whether 
such a move was indeed necessary or practical. 

Many staff changes took place during the past year with Mr. Irven W. Parsons be¬ 
ing named your General Manager succeeding Maurice E. Hartnett, who retired on March 
1st. Mr. Thomas B. Hall has assumed the post of Assistant General Manager, Wilfred 
A. Baker that of Assistant Secretary, which vacancy occurred with Barry W. Harrison's 
leaving the Company. Art Nieman, Jack Arbour and Fred Kennedy retired from the 
Company during the year leaving vacancies in their departments. Mr. Duncan Mc- 
Killop has been named Manager of the Corral and Big Four; Duncan K. Grant has as- 
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sumed the position of Assistant Manager of the Corral and Big Four. Donald C. Welden 
has been named Publicity Director of the Company. In addition to these changes, 
Michael B. Symons has left the Company as has Mrs. Mary Trudel. Mrs. Margaret 
Gresham has replaced Mrs. Trudel. Mr. James Hayes has replaced Wilf Baker in the 
electronic department. 

With deep regret we report the passing of many of our most valued members. 
P. J. Rock, an Honorary Life Director, passed away during the year. Mr. Rock had been 
a shareholder since 1938, a director since 1945, and an Honorary Life Director since 
1957. He contributed greatly to the promotion of Racing and was a livestock con¬ 
tributor for many years. Mr. J. T. Atkinson, a shareholder since 1932; the Honourable 
Clinton J. Ford, a shareholder since 1926, and E. A. McCullough, a shareholder since 
1944. We were also saddened by the loss of Walter L. "Squib" Ross, whose untimely 
death occurred on the eve of the Stampede. 

Mr. Ross was actively engaged in the Stampede from 1910 and officially joined 
the Company in 1928. He became Assistant General Manager in 1951 and upon his 
retirement became Company Historian until his death in July. Mr. Alvin Wentz joined 
our organization in 1964 and until his death was employed in our Electronics Depart¬ 
ment. Our sincere sympathy is extended to the families of these gentlemen. 

It is our pleasure to again acknowledge the efforts of all those persons and organ¬ 
izations whose co-operation is so vitally necessary for the successful operation of our 
Company. Special thanks must be extended to members of the Press, Radio and Tele¬ 
vision. Our appreciation must also be extended to officials of the City of Calgary, the 
Dominion and Provincial Governments, our directors and associate directors, to donors 
of prizes and trophies, to members of the Southern Alberta Pioneers and Old Timers 
Association, to the Red Cross and St. John Ambulance, and to our exhibitors, contestants 
and judges. To all members of our staff whose loyal assistance and support has con¬ 
tributed greatly to our success.

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FINANCE CHAIRMAN'S REPORT 


1965 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS:— 

Gentlemen: 

In my report last year I said: 

"In examining these accounts it is well to bear in mind that the Exhibition does 
not charge depreciation against earnings as all commercial enterprises do and, therefore, 
its so-called net earnings are shown as being larger than they actually are if compared 
on the basis of accepted commercial accounting. However, the properties shown on 
the balance sheet are carried at $500 only plus the balance remaining unpaid on them, 
and no value is attached to the lease of the property." 

It has been decided that the accounts in the future should be set up on a basis 
of earnings less depreciation in order to more soundly state the progress that the organiza¬ 
tion is making. The statement that is before you is set up on that basis and shows net 
earnings of $546,897 less depreciation of $499,328, or a profit of $47,569. This 
method does not alter the cash flow but it does reflect the true profit as depreciation is 
an actual expense borne by the business. 

Professional appraisers were engaged to value the improvements on the grounds, 
and the equipment and supplies were valued by our own management. This results in 
a total value for depreciation purposes of $8,491,498 calculated on the basis of replace¬ 
ment cost less experienced depreciation. The rates of depreciation applicable to the 
various assets have been taken on the basis normally applied to like assets by commercial 
enterprises subject only to the necessity to accommodate them to the fact that we have 
only a leasehold interest in the lar.d. 

The net earnings before depreciation are down by $30,000 from last year, a 
rather remarkable showing in view of the weather conditions which prevailed for this 
year's Stampede. 

The cash position shown by the balance sheet is more than adequate to retire our 
current and long-term debt which the statement shows is now reduced to $320,000. A 
payment of $1 10,000 on account of this debt will be made from this year's earnings in 
keeping with the terms on which the money was borrowed. Your Directors have author¬ 
ized the prepayment of the debt of $20,000 to the City, and your Executive has been 
authorized to retire the balance of the long-term debt if, on examination of current 
needs, the funds are available. 

Management and staff are to be congratulated on the care which they have 
exercised in expenditures which, it will be observed, are almost identical with last year's 
except for the item of expansion study.

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AUDITOR'S REPORT 


To the Shareholders of 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 

We have examined the balance sheet of Calgary Exhibiton and Stampede Limited 
as at September 30, 1965 and the statement of profit and loss and earned surplus 
for the year ended on that date and have obtained all the information and explanations 
we have required. Our examination included a general review of the accounting pro¬ 
cedures and such tests of accounting records and other supporting evidence as we 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 

During the year a change has been made in the method of valuing and accounting 
for fixed assets and their amortization. We approve the change as set out in the 
accompanying note. 

In our opinion and according to the best of our information and the explanations 
given to us, and as shown by the books of the Company, the accompanying balance 
sheet and statement of profit and loss and earned surplus are properly drawn up so as 
to exhibit a true and correct view of the state of the affairs of Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede Limited at September 30, 1965 and the results of its operations for the year 
then ended, in accordance with generally accepted accounting principals which, except 
as to the change referred to above, have been applied on a basis consistent with that of 
the preceding year.

NOTE TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

September 30, 1965 

Prior to the 1965 fiscal year the policy of the company was to report on a modified 
cash basis. Under this policy annual appropriations were made from net revenue writing 
off the cost of acquiring certain additions and improvements to buildings, equipment 
and property and to reduce the book value of those assets which had previously been 
capitalized. 

The accounting policy of the company has been changed for the 1965 fiscal year. 
Under the new policy the value of buildings, equipment and leasehold improvements 
have been appraised and that amount together with the cost of assets acquired subse¬ 
quently, has been capitalized. Depreciation for the year amounting to $499,328 has 
been provided. Depreciation has been calculated at rates designed to amortize the 
capitalized values over the estimated useful life of the assets. The buildings have been 
appraised at depreciated replacement cost as determined by independent appraisers in 
their report dated February 3rd, 1965. Other assets have been valued by officials of the 
company substantially in the same manner. 

The difference between the appraised value of fixed assets and the former book 
value is shown in the balance sheet as "Increase in value of fixed assets arising from 
appraisal $8,241,892." 

Title to fixed assets is vested in the City of Calgary and their use by the company 
is in accordance with a long term lease.
